Elkins match. The influence of 
the English court is being used 
against this democratic marriage. 
The reason is that it will stand in 
the way of the projected betrothal 
of the Count of Turin and the 
Princess Patricia of Connaught. 

Prince Victor Emanuel, Count. of 
Turin, is the elder brother of the 
Duke of the Abruzzi. The Princess 
Patricia is the daughter of the 
Duke of Connaught, and therefore 
niece of King Edward. .The mar- 
riage of the Duke to Miss Elkins 
and the union of the-Count of Tu- 
rin and the Princess Patricia 
would therefore make Miss Elkins 
a sister-in-law of: King Edward's 
niece, a relationship which does not 
seem to appeal to the British 
monarch. 

The English court does not care 
to acquire West Virginian relatives 
in this roundabout way, and it is 
believed that the Turin-Connaught 
match is definitely off since the 
Abruzzi is determined to take an 
American bride into the royal Ital- 
fan family. -

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.--More light was 
shed on the octepus grip maintained, by 
Charles W. Morse on Wall street while 
that financier was earning his title of 
“ice king’’ in 1905-6-7, at the resumption 
of the hearing today in the United 
States Circuit Court against him and 
Alfred H. Curtis, charged with wreck- 
ng the Bank of North America. 

The appearance in court of Miss ~~. 
son, Morse’s secretary, revived the 
port that she was to take the stand 
and tell how she practically directed 
the affairs of the National Bank of 
North America and the Ice Trust. 

After Wesley M. Oler, president of 
the American Ice Co., had detailed how 
Morse, to whome he owed much money, 
practically forced him to buy large 
blocks of stock of the American Ice 
Securities Co. and then flatly refused to 
allow him to sell, Edward P. Moxey, 
the Government detective, was called. 

Maintained 60 Accounts. 

Moxey showed that Morse maintained 
no less.than 60 Zccoupts for the hand- 
ling of the Stock Exchange accounts 
in the offices of different brokers and 
that “wash sales” and a thousand other 
devices to artificially advance the price 
cf American Ice were to him an every- 
day practice.

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MESSAGE FROM 
JAPAN'S RULER 


American Naval Officers Re- 
ceived at Imperial Palace 
by the Mikado. . 

IS BRILLIANT 
President’s Message Read and 
Emperor Replies Express- 
ing Friendship.,

SCENE 


TOKIO, Oct. 20.—After a day of bril- 
Mant social functions Admiral Sperry 
and his flag officers are resting tonight 
in Shiba palace, firmly convinced that 
no nation can outdo Japan in the hearti- 
ness of a welcome extended to the repre- 
gentatives of a foreign government. 

By far the most brilliant and import- 
ant event of the day was the reception 
given by the Emperor to Admirals 
Sperry, Wainwright, Schroeder and Em- 
erey,. the fleet captains and the chief of 
staff and flag lieutenants. 

The admirals were presented to the 
Mikado by Ambassador O’Brien ‘and Ad- 
miral Sperry presented the message of 
good will from President Roosevelt, 
which deeply affected the Emperor. 
With a few introductory remarks the 
Emperor mace a formal reply to the 
President’s message, in “which he ex- 
pressed the same deep interest in the 
continued, friendship of the two nations. 

Reception Was Brilliant. 

The imperial reception was the most 
brilliant affair seen in Japan in years, 
the gold braid of ‘the naval men and 
the magnificent robes of the Japanese 
making the scene appear more like a 
stage picture than an epochal meeting 
between the representatives of two riyal 
nations. 

The action of Admiral Sperry at the 
dinner given by Ambassador O’Brien, in 


.dramatically proposing the toasts of 


Admiral Togo and Gen. Kuroki, before 
permitting the host to toast the Ameri- 
can fleet, has deeply touched the Jap- 
anese, and today’ the incident is being 
commented on throughout the king- 
dom.

Women employes of the Home of the 
Friendless, more generally known as 
the Old Ladies’ Home, at 4431 South 
Broadway, carried 15 of the 79 inmates 
downstairs while the building was on 
fire and filled with smoke Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, 

After being rescued Mrs, Elia Farn- 
hoff, 65 years old, ran back into thie 
burning building to save her pet, canary 
bird. Attendants overtook her and re- 
Strained her. 

Mrs, Mary Moseley, % years old, also 
re-entered the building and groped her 
Way upstairs to get her most precious 
earthly possession, a ‘pair of quilts 
which she had when she was first mar- 
riec, 

The rescuers were led by Mrs. Cora 
Dawson, the matron, and by Miss Jen- 
nie Knoll, head diningroom girl, and her 


assistants, Miss Theresa traka and 
Miss Margaret Hollacher. 


Fire Started in Chimnacy. 


Mrs. Margaret Bennett, 91 years old, 
was one of the first of the inmates car- 
ried down stairs. Of the others the 
most helpless were Miss Annie Adams, 
Miss Sybil Brown, 72, who is Wind; 
Mrs. Mary Jackson, 78, and Miss Anna 


ae Sa fire started near a chimney which 
leads from the kitchen range. Miss 
Knoll and Matron Dawson saw smoke 
coming from the roof at the back of the. 
building. The fire was directly above a 
third oor room in which bed clothes 
and other inflammable material are 
stored. 

Miss Knoll ran through the building 
telling the inmates that: there were to 
be special services in the chapel. 

Most of the old *women who were able 
to walk went downstairs without ask- 
ing questions. A few who noticed the 
smoke became excited. 

Fears for the Inmates, 

In the neighborhood the news that 
the home wes on ‘tre caused conster- 
nation, as it was feared some of the 
helpless inmates would be caught in the 
building, which has no fire escapes.' | ¢ 

Once on the first ‘floor; ' the inmates 
who could walk were marched out on 
the spacious lawn and the others were 
taken to the chape? in :the south wing 
of the building. 

Four engine companies responded to 
an alarm telephoned by Matron Daw- 
son. The fire was contined to the roof 
and did damage estimated at $150. The 
flue in which the firé ofiginated’ was in- 
spected and pronounced safe three woeks 
ago. 

“Fire escapes would be of no service,” 
said Matron Dawson. “The inmates 
are too old and feeble fo use them.”’

Posse LoseS:Trail From Hurst, 
Ifl., and Bloodhounds 
Are Following.

HURST, Ill, Oct.  20.—While three 
men stood off practically the ertire 
population of Hurst by firing their re- 
volvers at everyone in sight, a fourth 
man fired seven charges of nitrogly- 
cerin and finally succeeded in wrecking 
the safe in the Carterville & Hurst 
Banking Co.'s office here at 3 o'clock 
this morning. The battle was kept up 
while the safe was rifled and continued 
until the bandits rode out of town 
with $1900 in cash, a number of Mis- 
souri Pacific Hailroad pay checks and 
a quantity of postage stamps. 
The banking company also operates. 
several mines and the stolen money had 
been in the safe here to be used on the 
next payday. It is suppesed that the 
robbers were men familiar with these 
conditions. 

Explosions Punctuate Battle. 
The first explésion awakened severai 
citizens and they rushed out on the 
street. They were driven back by a 
volley from the revolvers of the three 
‘‘lookouts.’’ Explosion followed* explo- 
sion while the shooting was in prog- 
ress. The robbers’ aim was so accur- 
ate that the residents considered it 
safer to remain in their houses until 
the bandits had completed their work. 
When they attempted to leave the 
bank building, which had been practi- 
cally wrecked by the nitroglycerin, an- 
other battle occurred. The robbers dis- 
‘appeared, and it is not believed that 
any of them was wounded, 

Bloodhounds Pursuing Robbers, 

A posse was formed at daylight and 


followed the robbers’ tracks for a mile, 


where the trail was lost. Bloodhounds 
were obtained from Harrisburg and took 
up,the trail where the posse left off. 


The officers of all nearby towns were 


notified, and it is considered probable 
that the men will be captured soon. 
The money taken by the robbers con- 
sisted chiefly of banknotes. Several 
hundred dollars in silver was scattered 
about the building by the force of the 
explosion. j

Forced Shares on Him. 

He admitted that Morse—to whom he 
was deeply indebted—had forced the 200) 
shares of Ice on him and that when he 
wished to sell and take up a note of 
$142,000 given to tne National Bank of 
North America, in payment for the 
stock, Morse flatly refused to let him 
do 80. 

To Assistant District Attorney Wise’s 
query as to whether Oler had ever paid 
the $142,000 note, the defense raised an 
objection, declaring it immaterial. 

Judge Hough ruled against the prose- 
cution. 

Further questioning of Oler both by 
the prosecution and by former United 
States District Attorney McFarland, for 
Morse, brought out the fact that of the 
$46,000,000 capitalization of the American 
Ice Co., on Oct. 12, 1906, $33,000,000 was 
composed of good will, water rights, 
eto., and that only $18,000,000 was tangi- 
ble. 

Oler’s examination ended with his 
statement that he had reorganized the 
American Ice Co. because its capitali- 
gation was excessive and that he now 
believed thht in its new form a repeti- 
tion of ‘the $2,000,000 profits of the com- 
pany in 1906 was not unlikely.

CUDDIHEE TELLS STORY 
Took Weapon From Man 
Who Wounded Himself 
and Fired Second Shot. 








After accidentally shooting himself in 
the abdomen, during a struggle for the 
revolver of Policeman Thomas F. Cud- 
dihee of the Newstead Avenue Station, 
Louis Allison, a negro, iv years old, was 
shot through the brain and killed by the 
policeman in an alley east from New- 
stead avenue, between McPherson and 
Maryland avenues, at 12:30 a. m. Tues- 
day. 

Cuddihee’s report stated that he haa 
questioned the negro, whose actions 
were suspicious, and that when the ne- 
gro said he was going home, the of- 
ficer accompanied him to verify thar 
statement. 

“The negro told me he reached his 
home through the alley,’’ Cuddihee told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “We had gone 
160 feet into the alley wiien he turned 
ol me, called me a vile name and struck 
me. We clinched and, the next thing 
I knew, he had my revolver and was 
jabbing the muzzle against my abdomen. 

“IT twisted his wrist so that the weap- 
on Was against his own body and he 
“made a convulsive movement, pulling 
the trigger and shooting himself. 

“He relaxed his hold on the weapon 
and I jerked it away, shooting upward 
with the gun, about on a level with my 
waist. The bullet struck the negro in 


the jaw and entered his brain. I think 
he was dead when he struck the 


ground.

I had not intended to 
draw my gun at all until I discovered 
he had slipped it away from me.”

‘had done occasional small jobs for him, 
being hired Monday to go for some 
auto lamps which were being repaired. 
_ Oscar Anderson, a negro living at 5549 
Manchester avenue, said that at times 
Allison had occupied a room at, his 
house, but that he had not seen him 
for a week.

There were no powder marks on Mc-

Harriman’s Lawyen Shown Up 
for Declaring False Divi- 
dend on Panama Railroad. 





ALREADY SOLD TO U. S. 


— 





Davis Repeated Criticism and 
Was Summarily Declared 
Out of Position. 





NEW YORK, Oct. %.—William Nel- 
son Cromwell, counsel for E. H. Har- 
riman, whose Southern Pacific and 
Union Paciffe roads will lose heavily if 
‘an Isthmian Canal is ever built, and 
the lawyer who sold the French Pan- 
ama Canal Co. to the United States for 
$40,000,000, was, it ig said, in his ca- 
pacity of chief adviser on canal mat- 
ters to President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of War Taft, responsible for the 
removal, under most humiliating condi- 
tions, of Gen. George W. Davis, mem- 
ber of the Canal Commission and first 
Governor of the Canal Zone. 

Gov. Davis had rendered services of 
inestimable value to the country, ac- 
cording to military experts during and 
following the Spanish-American War. 
He was first Governor of Porto Rico, 
then military and civil Governor of the 
Philippines, and out of the chaos there 
brought order and good government. 

Gen. Davis, as Governor of the Canal 


Railroad, which was part of the prop- 
erty turned over to the United States 
as a result of the purchase. 

Davis Criticised Cromwell. 

In going over the affairs of the Pan- 
ama Railroad, Mr. Davis discovered 
that, after the United States had agreed 
to buy all of the property of the French 
Canal Co. for $40,000,000 and while the 
title was being examined, William Nei- 
son Cromwell and his fellow directors 
and stockholders of the Panama RKail- 
road, declared and paid to themselves 
a large dividend out of the funds of 
the company which had net '|.een 
earned during the preceding year, and 
which, it is alleged, had been set aside 
for repairs on the road and the steam- 
ships it owned. 

Gen. David held that this money Mor- 
ally, if not legally, belonged to_ the 
United States, as this Government hac 
to at once spend several hundred tiou- 
sands of dollars to make repairs which 
this fund should have defrayed. It was 
held that the money being in the treas- 
ury: of .the company at the time the 
United States contracted for the pur- 
chase, it was as much the property of 
this Government as cafS, locomotives 
and roadbed. | 

In a report he made to his fellow- 
members of the Isthmian Commission, 
Gen. Davis devoted considerable atten- 
tion to exposing what he regarded as 
questionable metnods on the part of 
Cromwell in depleting the treasury of 
the Panama road after its sale to the 
United States had been agreed upon. 

Davis’ Criticism Squelched. 

These adverse references to Cromwell 
in an official report which was tu be- 
come a public document incensed. the 
New York lawyer greatly, it is said, 
and also brought Secretary Taft and 
President Roosevelt to his rescue, Gen. 
Davis was arbitrarily ordered to elim- 
inate from his report all of the of- 
fensive references to Cromwell. 

He was told that what had happened 
prior to the actual acquisition of the 
canal properties by this Government did 
not come within his scope snd that the 
matter did not belong in the report. 

Obedient to the orders of his supe- 
riors, the old soldier did as he was told, 
and took out the reference which had 
so offended Cromwell, and the mutilated 
report was placed on file. Then Gen. 
Davis committed a great sin in the 
eyes of Cromwell, Taft and Roosevelt. 

There is an army fregulation which 
calls on all army officers to report to 
their superiors anything which comes 
under their observation and which they 
believe should become known to their 
government. 

Rule Applied to Davis, 

This rule applies to retired officers as 
well as those in active service. Know- 
ing this rule, Gen. Davis, in his ca- 
pacity as a retired officer, but still sub- 
ject to army regulations, made a de- 
tailed report to the Secretary of War 
of the very matters which he had been 
compelled to cut out of his report to 
the Isthmian Commission. That report 


taken to keep it from the public, and 
it was pigeonholed in the archives of 
the War Department. 

That brought about the undoing of 
Gen. Davis. Soon after he had made 
this report Secretary Taft wrote the 
cablegram which dismissed him as a 
member of the Canal Commission and 
also as Governor of the canal zone. 

That there was basis for Gen. De- 
vis’ criticism of the looting of the treas- 
ury of the Panama road is shown by a 
statement made to the United States 
Senate by the late Senator John 
T. Morgan when he wanted that 
body to punish Cromwell for his 
failure to answer questions about 
the American syndicate which was in- 
terested in the French canal compary 
and other matters.

DEATH-DEALING FENDERS. 

Since the first of last April seven children have 
been killed by the street cars. In nearly every 
case the fatal injury has been due to the inefa- 
ciency of the fenders used by the United Railways, 
which, instead of saving life, have operated as 
death-dealing instruments. The menace of. the 
fenders was illustrated in the killing of little Ag- 
nes Wild last Saturday. Instead of being picked 
up and saved from serious injury by the fender, 
the child was crushed and dragged under the fen- 
der. ‘ 

One fatal fault with the form of fender in use is 

that the efficiency depends upon the action of the 
motorman at the moment of the accident. Usually 
the motorman is panic-stricken, but even if he 
were cool and quick it would be practically im- 
possible for him in all cases to put on brakes, 
reverse power and drop the fender at the same 
moment. Too much is required of one man. The 
principle of the fender controlled by the motor- 
man is condemned by all experts. WBither the 
fender should be ready for business at all times 
or should work automatically. 
‘ Under the fender law passed by the Municipa) 
‘Assembly for the protection of life and limb, all 
fenders must have the approval of the Board of 
Public Improvements before they can be put in 
use. It is the duty of the board to inspect and 
test fenders before approving them. 

The responsibility for the use of inefficient fen- 
ders rests with both the street railway manage- 
ment and the Board of Public Improvements. The 
blood of the innocents who have’ been killed by 
cheap and inefficient devices stains the hands of 
both.
